A s Bobbi Kristina 
Brown was taken 
off life support and 
moved to Peachtree 
Christian Hospice in Du- 
luth, Georgia, June 24, her 
family was resigned to the 
22-year-old’s fate. “Despite 
the great medical care at 
numerous facilities, [her] 
condition has continued to 
deteriorate,” her aunt Pat 
Houston, 55, said of the 
late Whitney Houston’s 
only child, who was found 
facedown in her bathtub 
January 31.

But the Houstons and 
Browns, led by her father, 
Bobby, 46, are not leaving 
their need for justice to 
chance. That day, the 
grieving relatives hit her 
boyfriend, Nick Gordon, 
26, with a $10 million civil 
lawsuit. Suspecting foul 
play, the family had joined 
court-appointed conser- 
vator Bedelia C. Hargrove 
in digging through Bobbi 
Kristina’s bank account 
and phone records. The 
investigation gave them 
reason to doubt Gordon’s 
innocence and demand a 
trial by jury, a tactic they 
hope will get him jailed if 
Bobbi Kristina dies. “Fil- 
ing a civil case is a way to 
keep the pressure on the 
authorities to file criminal 
charges,” says Atlanta 
attorney John F. Wymer, 
who is not employed by 
the family. Us breaks down 
the disturbing claims.

the suit also details 
instances of domestic 
violence, including him 
“punching her in the face, 
knocking out a front tooth 
and dragging her upstairs 
by her hair.” (A neighbor 
in their Roswell, Georgia, 
community reported a 
domestic disturbance at 
their townhouse one week 
prior to Bobbi Kristina’s 
hospitalization.) “The 
abuse had gone on for 
years,” alleges the source. 

ISHE TRIED TO ESCAPE 

A Brown insider insists 
Bobbi Kristina had “tried 
to leave Nick several 
times.” Just before the 


tragedy, Bobbi Kristina 
allegedly confided to a pal 
that Gordon “was not the 
man she thought he was” 
and scheduled a January 
31 meeting to discuss the 
revelation. But she never 
got to share her story. In- 
stead, her family describes 
her engaging in a loud 
argument with Gordon 
just hours before she was 
found “with her mouth 
swollen and another tooth 
knocked out.” As Hargrove 
put it, “Brown suffered ex- 
treme, visible, life-altering 
bodily harm as a result 
of [Gordon’s] outrageous, 
unwanted harmful and 
offensive contact.”
